Dear Mr. President: 

As a member of the House Permanent Select Committee on Intelligence I 
have -reviewed the Fiscal Year 1983 National Foreign Intelligence * 
Program budget request and find the level of resources for the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation’s foreign counterintelligence investigations 
inadequate to meet the challenge of the 1980s. I believe the budget 
request stands in contrast to this Administration’s declared policy to 
deal with the growing threat posed by hostile foreign intelligence 
services operating within the United States. 

As I understand it, the foreign counterintelligence budget was 
constrained by manpower and funding limitations placed on the 
Department of Justice by the Office of Management and Budget. The 0MB 
restrictions imposed required the Department of Justice to make 
adjustments at the expense of other intradepartmental functions. 

While it is understandable that tradeoffs among competing programs are 
always* difficult to make, I am persuaded that the foreign 
counterintelligence program is critical to our national security and 
must be given special consideration . 


Because of the classified nature of this program, I have conveyed my. 
concerns to you in general terms; however, I would be pleased to meet 
with you or your staff and discuss this issue in greater detail. 

Mr. President, I urge you to take whatever action is appropriate, 
including a FY 19§3 budget amendment if necessary, to bring the 
Bureau’s foreign counterintelligence program to tbe operational 
capability needed to counter this exceptionally grave threat. You may 
be assured that you have my full s unnpr t in rectifying this 
undesirable budget shortfall. ^ ^
